One of the pair ordered Britt 
into the men’s room. Hurriedly 
they took $79.70 from the cash 
register, then fled.

The thieves, however, didn’t 
overlook a box of cigars, which 
they took with them.

New Jersey Citizens highway 
Committee today urged the de­ 
feat of legislation designed to 
use Delaware River bridge tolls 
to finance port improvements 
along the river in Pennsylvania 
and New Jersey.

Gen. Robert F. Kennedy def­ 
initely has decided to run for 
the U.S. Senate from New York 
the New York Times said to­ 
day. 
The Times said Kennedy will 
formally declare his candidacy 
next week at which time he also 
will announce his resignation as 
attorney general. The newspaper 
said Kennedy “has confided his 
decision to relatives and a few 
close friends.” 
Kennedy’s candidacy is ex­ 
expected to be boosted by an en­ 
dorsement from Mayor Robert 
F. Wagner, the titular head of 
the state Democratic party, the 
Times said.

most grisly deaths in literature, 
died today. He was 56. 


He died following a heart at­ 
tack at the Kent and Canter­ 
bury Hospital here at 2:30 a m. 
(9:30 p.m. EDT Tuesday), an 
announcement said.

rank of naval commander and 
personal assistant to the direc­ 
tor of British naval intelligence 
during World War II, often was 
identified by Bond fans with 
the fictional hero. 


The dapper former journalist 
scoffed at the idea. although

The Bond novels are full of 
adventure and blood but are 
carefully constructed with a re­ 
spect for the English language,

He said it was 
the largest helicopter operation 
carried out in South Viet Nam 
to date. 
The attack got underway as 
workmen in the capital started 
digging trenches and air raid 
shelters for civilian use in case 
of any Communist air attacks.

Charges And Counter Charges 
Erupt At Morrisville Council Meeting

A meeting of Morrisville Bor­ 
ough Council almost didn’t come 
to a close last night, when a 
dispute arose over adjournment. 
But this was just one of sev­ 
eral 
hassles 
during 
which 
charges 
and 
countercharges 
were lodged 
in 
an exchange 
among councilmen. 


The first was a debate over a 
motion to alter the minutes of 
the last meeting during which a 
broker of record. John Basko. 
was appointed. This item was 
dropped on the solicitor’s rul­ 
ing it was “ null and void” be­ 
cause minutes of public meet­ 
ings can’t be altered. 
Dispute On Meters 


Another minor dispute arose 
over a resolution to request the 
Morrisville Municipal Authority 
to install meters in all custom­ 
ers’ homes served by the bor­ 
ough. But this resolution 
was 
dedeted from the minutes by 
Councilman John Krysa. 
Krysa agreed to withdraw the 
motion when Councilman Joe Ca­ 
tania noted that a similar pro­ 
posal was going to be given a 
public airing at a special coun­ 
cil meeting on Aug. 20. 


At one 
point. 
Krysa 
said 
‘‘this is a democracy — not a 
dictatorship” and Council Presi­ 
dent Michael Demech countered 
with a denial and said any coun­ 
cilman could list items on the 
agenda as long as it was done 
properly. 
Countercharges 
At 
another 
point. 
Demech 
said. “ This resolution will 
go 
through over my dead body.” 
He also accused Krysa of “ try­ 
ing to ram a motion down our 
throats.” 
Krysa denied this, saying he! 
wasn’t “ trying to ram anything 
down anybody’s throat.” 
Another sharp exchange also 
took place between Mrs. Flor­ 
ence Krause, a Democrat,.who 
made the motion to alter the 
minutes, and Councilman Nick 
Pelehaty, also a Democrat. 
Exchange Words 
Mrs. 
Krause 
declared, 
“ I 
don’t have to answer to you,” 
and Pelehaty replied. “ And I 
don’t have to answer to you, 
either.” 
Their argument resulted when 
Mrs. 
Krause 
challenged 
the 
chair on her motions. Demech 
stepped down from the chair. 
and turned it over to Pelehaty 
vice president. Pelehaty said he 
went along with Demech’s rul-1 
ing. The two. Krause and Pele- , 
hatv, then made their vocifer­ 
ous verbal exchange. 
Demech ruled finally on the 
motions about the broker. He 
said he was following the soli­ 
citor’s ruling. This was in ef­ 
fect that no matter what coun­ 
cil did on the motions, they 
would be null and void because 
none could alter minutes of a 
public meeting. 
Would Violate Code 
Solicitor 
Charles 
Conturse 
said the councilmen would be 
violating their Borough Code by 
doing so. 
But Mrs. Krause would not 
take “ no” for an answer. She 
claimed council was acting out 
of order and that she had ap­ 
pealed the Basko appointment. 
Demech, 
also a 
Democrat, 
said Mrs. Krause could take her 
appeal to the courts if she want­ 
ed to but he was abinding by 
the solicitor’s ruling. 
Mrs. Krause, whose motions 
earlier had been moved on the 
agenda from under the minutes 
to the finances, refused twice 
to take up other items 
and 
would not make her public prop­ 
erty report. This section was by­ 
passed when Demech moved on 
to other matters. 
Mrs. Krause at the July 14 
meeting had challenged the ap­ 
pointment of John Basko over 
the Quinn 
Agency as broker. 
She charged her fellow Demo­ 


crats 
with 
“ railroading” 
the 
item. 
Her motions last night would 
have 
made 
this 
appointment 
null and void, leaving Quinn in. 
Actually, the council had named 
and renamed brokers several 
times earlier without coming to 
any real decision. 
The dispute over the broker 
is principally among Democrats 
who, though in majority’ control, 
can’t agree between Basko and 
Quinn. 
The Republicans, taking ad­ 
vantage of the Democratic split, 
have s i d e d with Mrs. Krause 
apparently in an effort to further 
split 
the Democratic party. 
Finally the dispute arose over 


adjournment. 
After 
Demech 
pushed through several routine 
items and asked for a motion 
to adjourn. 


Demech claimed he asked for 
a voice vote and he declared 
“ the ayes have it” to adjourn. 
Mrs. Krause said he asked for 
a roll call vote, and the vote 
was 4*4, and with GOP Mayor 
Robert C. Crowell’s “ no” vote, 
council was left in a dither. 


Demech and his fellow Demo­ 
cratic councilmen walked 
out, 
with Demech saying, 
“ If you 
want to go to the courts with 
your appeal, you can.” He said 
he would leave it up 
to 
the 
courts to decide whether coun­ 


cil had acted properly or not on 
Basko. 
At still another point, 
th e 
council refused to pay the rou- 
tine monthly bills. The vote was 
the same 4-4, with Crowell vot­ 
ing no because of a $266 bill 
okayed for Basko. Mrs. Krause 
refused to grant payment. 
At the end of the meeting, 
however, Crowell said he chang­ 
ed his mind and would vote to 
pay the bills “ because he didn’t 
want to see many sacrifice on 
payment because of just one 
item.” 
The nearly two-hour-long ses­ 
sion finally petered out, with 
s o m e 
councilmen 
standing 
around and some walking out.
